REMARKS / ARGUMENTS 

The action by the Examiner in this application, together with the cited references, 
have been given careful consideration. Following such consideration, claims 1 and 15 
have been amended, and claims 2-14 remain unchanged. Applicants acknowledge with 
thanks the Examiner's indication that claims 9-14 are allowed. It is respectfully 
requested that the Examiner reconsider the remaining claims in their present form, 
together with the following comments, and allow the application. 

In response to the Examiner's objection, claim 1 has been amended to define "a 
controller that determines the presence of vaporized hydrogen peroxide in said region 
based upon said electrical signals from said sensor." Similarly, claim 15 has been 
amended to define "a processing unit that monitors the humidity level downstream of 
said destroyer and determines the concentration of vaporized hydrogen peroxide in said 
chamber based upon said humidity level." 

Applicants respectfully submit that none of the cited references, alone or together, 
teaches, suggests or shows a vapor decontamination system or a closed loop, flow 
through vapor phase decontamination system that determines the concentration of 
vaporized hydrogen peroxide within a chamber or region based upon an indication of the 
humidity level downstream of a location where the hydrogen peroxide is destroyed. 

It is believed that the claims as presently written eliminates any ambiguity in the 
claims, and specifically defines the structure that operates in a predetermined manner. 
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It is believed that the claims in their present form are allowable over the cited art 
and favorable action is therefore respectfully requested.
